every quarter and piled high arourd 
the saplinq- Then the torch was ap- 
plied and the flames, slowly ascend- 
ing, inch by inch, and nearer and 
nearer, the wretched victim passing 
an eternity of time in the fraction of 
an hour. Jfe was given no time for 
repentance and little for prayer.
